The idea of “preventive w a r ” has been e x­ 
am ined thou ghtfu lly and rejected by ou r lead­ 
ers. T hey have spu rned it on two cou nts: 
1. T here is really no su ch thing as a pre ve n­ 
tive w a r in the sense that a w a r can be fou ght 
to pre vent war. 


2. U nd e rtak ing a w a r to get the ju m p on the 
e ne m y and prevent D EFEAT is something else. 
Bu t ou r m oral position in tire world will not 
allow u s to tak e this step even thou gh we k now 
the Soviet Union is plotting ou r destru ction. 
We mu st, the argu m e nt goes, wait for conclu - 
clu sive overt action by ou r prospective enemy. 


Most of the specu lation on this point, how ­ 
ever, has assu m ed that if we w ere to strik e 
first, we wou ld hit well in advance of the first 
enem y blow, when he was perhaps giving no 
sign of immediate action. 
An entirely new notion has now been in­ 
jected into this argu m e nt by F a the r Edm u nd 
Walsh, S J., regent of G eorgetow n U niversity’s 
foreign service school. 
His statem ent carries 
especial 
weight 
becau se 
he 
is 
a 
prom inent 
Catholic edu cator treating a su bject on which 
the chu rch has strong moral convictions. 
F ather Walsh believes we m ay be fu lly w a r ­ 
ranted morally in strik ing the enem y first if 
w e have positive, reliable information that he 
is abou t to hit u s. He illu strates with the case 
of Ja pa n in 1941. 
The Japa ne se carrier fleet left 
a Ja p port 
on Nov. 26, 1941, bou nd for its crippling attack 
u pon Pearl H a rb or on 
Dec. 7. According to 
F a the r Walsh, we wou ld have been thorou ghly 
ju stified in intercepting that fleet at any point 
in 
its cou rse— had 
we 
k now n beyond dou bt 
w ha t its goal was. 
Pu t simply, this is the right of self-defense 
and self-preservation, which is sanctioned both 
m orally and legally by ou r democratic system. 
Prim itive m an cou ld not be blamed for strik ing 
first w he n he saw an enem y fist coming at 
him. As the threat moved back in space, first 
throu gh u se of k nives and then of the spear, 
the bow and arrow, and finally gu ns of ever- 
lengthening ranges, the .d a nge r remained im m e­ 
diate and real. In other words, it was close 
in 
time, thou gh not in space. 
Today the danger is from atomic bom bs which 
m a y be carried by planes based 3000 to 5000 
miles 
away, 
or 
atomic 
missiles 
fired 
from 
battleships or su bm arines poised 
m any miles 
off ou r shore. Bu t it is as close as a b a r b a ria n’s 
fist to his a d ve rsa ry’s jaw. 
F a the r Walsh reasons that Ru ssia wou ld not 
attem pt an attack on u s u nless well arm ed with 
A -bom bs, since she k nows we wou ld u se su ch 
w eapons against her instantly in 
retaliation. 
If she stru ck , she wou ld strive for su rprise, 
su ddenness and an absolu tely crippling effect 
rig it at the s ta rt— to prevent ou r strik ing back . 
Knowing this, for u s to await the “ first blow ” 
is thu s obviou sly to invite ru in and national 
su icide. As far as effective resistance by u s 
goes, the 
first blow might be the only one 
necessary. 
Father Walsh argu es that we cannot tak e that 
gamble, that we cannot allow the enem y to 
strik e first if vve wish to su rvive. 
W ere vve to adopt F ather W alsh’s think ing as 
ou r national policy, it wou ld impose a tre m e n­ 
dou s strain u pon ou r civilian and military in­ 
telligence services. We wou ld have to cou nt 
u pon them to tell u s w he n— for su re— the enemy 
was abou t to strik e. We cou ld not afford to be 
wrong, either way. 
O u r national leaders m ay contend that the 
bin icn cn intelligence wou ld be too great, that 
the n>K of m ak ing a mistak e wou ld be colossal. 
If that shou ld be their conviction, it wou ld 
seem incu m bent u pon them to devise an alter­ 
native policy which wou ld gu arantee to u s the 
right to defend and preserve ou r nation and 
ou r people while there is still time to save 
them. 


Wnat that policy shou ld be is 
a m atter for 
debate. The nation can 
thank 
Father Walsh 
l0? 1 f' ^ u ' that this vital topic has now been 
icopivied 
for discu ssion 
at 
the most critical 
j u m t u r e in ou r national life.

“The sensibility o f man to trifles and his in­ 
sensibility to great things.” Pascal o nce wro te, 
“are the marks o f a strange inversio n.” There are 
many peo ple who are acutely sensitive to any­ 
thing that affects them perso nally, but are utterly 
indifferent to whatever seems to lie beyo nd the 
periphery o f their o wn lives. 
Such peo ple wo uld resent being accused o f 
extreme 
self-centeredne.-s. 
It 
is nevertheless 
true that their attitude deno tes a co mplete ab­ 
sence o f so cial respo nsibility. Tliey are the dro nes 
o f a wo rld that mo re than ever demands that each 
individual do his share in pro mo ting co mmo n 
go o d. 
To da>' the United States and o ther free na­ 
tio ns are linking fo rces in a defensive fro nt 
against the threat o f wo rld Co mmunism. In this 
crisis there is no place fo r idle bystanders. 
In his recent pro clamatio n anno uncing a state 
o f natio nal emergency, President Truman wro te: 
1 summo n every perso n and every co mmunity to 
make with a spirit o f neighbo rliness, whatever 
.sacrifices are necessary fo r the welfare o f the na­ 
tio n ... I summo n all citizens to be lo yal to the 
principles upo n which o ur natio n is fo unded, to 
keep faith with o ur friends and allies, and to be 
firm in o ur devo tio n to the peaceful purpo ses fo r 
which the United Natio ns was fo unded.” 
The President's pro clamatio n no t o nly called 
fo r all-o ut co o peratio n in the natio n's ho ur o f 
need, but implicily undersco red the sence o f so ­ 
cial respo nsibility which sho uld pro mpt it. 
Acceptance o f such reso o nsibilily is no t mere­ 
ly a matter o f civic o bligatio n. It is o ne enjo ined 
by mo ral and spiritual laws as well. A man who 
shirks his patrio tic duties is no t o nly a bad citi­ 
zen, but a mo ral delinciuent in the bargain. 
It sho uld be timely to stress that even in 
no rmal times men arc o bligated by religio n and 
go o d co nscience to defend and pro mo te the go o d 
o f o thers. Times o f emergency always invo lve a 
summo ns fo r mass co o peratio n. It sho uld be re­ 
membered. ho wever, that there are always needs 
in so cial and eco no mic— even po litical— life that 
call fo r jo int effo rts pro mpted by go o d will and 
unselfishness. There are always calls fo r charity 
and genero sity so that po verty and misery may 
be relieved. 
The o bligatio n o f respo nding to needs o utside 
o ne's o wm small sphere will always be present so 
lo ng as there are neighbo rs in need anywhere. 
No t to rise to this challenge is to betray “an in­ 
sensibility to great things.” It is to lack the char­ 
ity which is the bo nd that unites all men to each 
o ther.

Su bstantial tax savings can 
bo made by the smart taxpayer 
who really knows his dedu c­ 
tions. For example, the law per­ 
mits those employes who travel 
or who are on expense accou nts 
to dedu ct certain expenses from 
their income shown in Item 2, 
page 1, of Form 1040. 
This article will show those 
employed how to figu re and to 
dedu ct their travel and reim­ 
bu rsed expenses. 
The law also permits th de­ 
du ction of certain expenses con­ 
nected with traveling or earning 
a living as miscellaneou s dedu c­ 
tions on page 3 of Form 1040, 
provided the. tax table or the 
standard dedu ction is not u sed 
to compu te the tax. Article 13 
will explain in detail what ex­ 
penses can be dedu cted on page 
3 of Form 1040. These inclu de 
u nion du es, special work clothes, 
and local travel expenses.

Those of you 
bu siness shou ld 
fu lly: 
When you go

penses necessary to you r travel 
and bu siness can be dedu ced.

personal expenses. 
Nor 
can a taxpayer who lives in one 
town and works in another de­ 
du ct the expenses of traveling 
back and forth. 


For those of you on an ex­ 
pense accou nt, this is the ru le: 
You are entitled to dedu ct 
you r actu al expenses provided 
you r employer reimbu rses you 
for the money spent for him and 
provided you add these pay­ 
ments to the income and report 
from that job. If su ch expenses 
exceed what you r employer re­ 
imbu rses you for, the excess can 
only be dedu cted on page 3 as 
described in detail in Article 13. 
You are requ ired to attach a 
detailed statement of any travel 
or reimbu rsed expenses dedu ct­ 
ed u nder the above ru les. The 
two blanks printed here will 
help you list what travel items 
can be dedu cted. If you u sed 
you r car for bu siness pu rposes, 
fill in the top blank. Then esti­ 
mate what per cent of the mile­ 
age du ring 1950 was driven on: 
1. Ou t-of-town bu siness trips 
where you stayed away at least 
overnight.
